DETROIT (AP) — the big 


three automakers submit new 
contract otters Tuesday to the 
United Auto Workers union and 
the package may be the tip-off 
on whether there is to be peace 
or strife in the industry this 
yew. 


Peace will be indicated if the 


offers from General Motors, 
Ford and Chrysler include res- 
toration of an unlimited cost of 
living wage escalator and a pen* 
sion after 30 years service, re- 
gardless of age. 


But unless these two items 


are included, or some indication 
given that they might be later, 
then a strike may be in the off- 
ing. The UAW says it is inflexi- 
ble on these two items.

Woodcock reiterated in an inter- 
view Thursday he will not even 
put to a ratification vote any 
contract lacking an unlimited 
cost of living formula, such as 


. prevailed prior to 1967. 


He added that the new pacts 


must contain "30-and-out," the 


' retirement plan. 


In making Tuesday's offers, 


the companies will be rejecting

' mands: that they abandon what 
' he calls "their lockstep ap- 


proach of making simultaneous 
and virtually identical initial of- 
fers. 


Union negotiators also have a 


'convention mandate to get "a 
' substantial wage increase," but 
' this has not been spelled out in 
cents per hour. 


Woodcock has said the compa- 


' nies only "would be getting 
warm" if they offered an B per 
cent wage increase or 32 cents 
.hourly. This is on top of a 26- 
cent or more than 6 per cent 
hike that becomes effective 
Sept. 15, the day after current 
three-year pacts expire. 


The 26 cents is the difference 


"between the 16 cents hourly 
which the workers got under the 
current limited cost-of-living es- 
calator and the 32 cents which 
the old, quarterly adjusted, un- 
limited formula would have giv- 
en them. 


Ford withstood a seven-week 


nationwide strike in 1967 to win 
the limited formula, but finally 
agreed to provide on Sept. 15, 
1970 the increases in wages or 
fringe benefits the unlimited 
formula would have provided. 


The current average hourly 


wage of auto workers is $4-02. 
Automakers estimate fringes, 
such as pensions and insurance, 


; add an additional $1.75 hourly to 
: their labor costs.

impossible for the Arabs to 
modify their demand for total 
Israeli withdrawal from all ter- 
ritory captured during the 1967 
war. 


"And I can predict right now 


that the Israelis will say no 
when the withdrawal question 
comes up," Heikal declared. 


One reason Israel could not 


agree to complete withdrawal 
from the occupied territory, he 
wrote, "is its knowledge that it 
will be leaving a fully rebuilt 
Egyptian army standing on the 
threshold of the electronic age, 
as well as Palestinian forces in 
possession of a new offensive 
weapon," the Soviet Katyusha 
rocket. 


One diplomatic source at U.N. 


headquarters in New York esti- 
mated the talks would continue 
at least until the coming Gener- 
al Assembly session ends about 
Dec. 15, more than a month aft- 
er the end of the cease-fire peri- 
od. 


Another source said the main 


effort now is to get the peace 
talks going well enough so that 
by the end of the 90 days, the 
truce will be extended. 


Testimony 
in Tate Case 
Continues

LOS ANGELES (AP) - A 


wealthy middle-aged couple, far 
removed from Hollywood's glit- 
tering young social set, read cu- 
riously of the Sharon Tate mur- 
ders before killers stabbed them 
to death in similar bizarre style, 
a witness has testified at the 
Tate murder trial. 


A news vendor, John Foki- 


anos, said that the night Leno 
and Rosemary LaBianca were 
slain he chatted with them 
about the Tate killings. 


"It was the event of the day," 


he testified Thursday. "It was 
big news. They seemed quite in- 
terested." 


Fokianos told newsmen later 


that Mrs. LaBianca "seemed 
quite emotional about it. She 
seemed quite upset because it 
was quite gruesome. The details 
naturally got to her." 


Their chat was between 1 and 


2 a.m. Aug. 10, 1969. The state 
says that about 2:30 or 3 a.m., 
the LaBiancas were killed by in- 
truders. 


Police testifed similarities to 


the Tate killings led them to de- 
clare that these were "copycat" 
killings. 


Charles M. Manson, 35, leader 


of a roving hippie-style "fami- 
ly," and three women followers, 
Susan Atkins, 21, Patricia Kren- 
winkel, 22, and Leslie Van Hou- 
ten, 20, are on trial for murder- 
conspiracy in the five Tate slay- 
ings and the two LaBianca kill- 
ings. 


As witnesses described the 


death scene, Manson stared at 
his hands, and the girls whis- 
pered to each other. At one 
point, Miss Atkins held up a 
trial transcript cover. She had 
drawn on it in red ink picture 
of a clown with Baloons.

SAIGON (AP) - The Soviet 


Union has built North Vietnam's 
MiG fighter strength to nearly 
three times its size at the height 
of,the air war three years ago, 
U.JI. military sources say. 


The Soviets also have moder- 


nized the North Vietnamese air 
fofte 
with strong reinforce- 


ments of advanced MIG21 jets, 
rated a match for America's F4 
Phantom fighters. 


According to latest intelli- 


gence, the North Vietnamese 
now own more than 225 MlGs. 
They had about 80 in the fall of 
1967. 


Sources said the Hanoi com- 


mand pulled back its MIGs 
from forward bases after losing 
a MIG21 five months ago while 
it was harassing a U.S. recon- 
naissance 
plane over North 


Vietnam. That was the lllth 
MIG kill claimed by the United 
States since the start of the air 
war in early 1965. 


The bulk of North Vietnam's 


air force now is deployed at four 
fields around Hanoi and the port 
of Haiphong. 


The 
remainder—about 
70 


MIGs—are based in southern 
China, where much of the North 
Vietnamese air force took ref- 
uge during U.S. air 
strikes 


against North Vietnam. 


The continued basing of North 


Vietnamese MIGs in China is 
regarded as an indication- that 
Hanoi believes there still is a 
chance the United States might 
resume bombing of North Viet- 
nam, although from the Ameri- 
can side the possibility seems 
remote. 


Reconnaissance photographs 


of MIG bases in North Vietnam 
provide evidence of other pre- 
cautions. The North Vietnamese 
have built concrete shelters to 
protect their planes on the 
ground. 


The Russians, who provide 


most of North Vietnam's more 
sophisticated 
military 
gear, 


have Improved Hanoi's air force 
with more than 80 MIG21s. 
Three years ago, the North Viet- 
namese had only 17 of these ad- 
vanced models.

ernor can do anything about 
busing at this time. 


But, he said in an interview 


after the program, "We've got 
to bring it to the attention of 
those who are forcing it. If we 
acquiesce, they will push it on 
us even more." 


He said opposition to busing 


was nationwide. "You can't 
find anyone who's in favor of 
it, yet the federal courts and 
federal agencies continue to 
push and of times compel it,"

School District voted to close 
them. I acted merely under the 
law to carry out the mandate 
that was given me." 


In a calmer tone, Faubus 


said he does not expect the 
desegregation problem of this 
day to become so explosive that 
schools would be closed again. 


Asked about gambling, Fau-

Bill Fails to 
Cut Spending

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Senate refused today to clamp a 
spending ceiling on the Penta- 
gon. 


tt defeated a request for a 


general $5.2 billion cut from 
President Nixon's defense budg- 
et of $71.2 billion. 


Previously in the month-long 


debate on the $19.2 billion mili- 
tary procurement bill the Sen- 
ate refused repeatedly to cut 
back 
spending 
for 
specific 


weapons programs. 


Today, senators rejected an 


amendment by Sens. William 
Proxmire, D-Wis., and Charles 
Mathias, R-Md., to limit general 
military spending in fiscal 1971 
to $66 billion, a 7 per cent 
across-the-board cut. 


The vote to reject was 42 to 31. 
Proxmire and Mathias con- 


tended up to $14 billion could be 
cut from spending programs 
they labeled unnecessary at 
best and grossly wasteful at 
worst. 


"You just can't stop the ma-

(AP) — Three scientists have 
created a computer about the 
size of a deck of cards that they 
say may save thousands of lives 
by warning heart-care patients 
of possible trouble. 


The device, called VIDA— 


Ventricular Impulse Detector 
and Alarm—gives off a loud 
beep when a patient's heart pro- 
duces "ectopic" beats, a sure 
sign of usually fatal heart fibril- 
lation that causes the heart to 
stop pumping. 


Once the alarm sounds, pa- 


tients have about three days to 


medical attention, the in- 


ventors say. 


Creators of the shirt-pocket 


computer are Dr. John W. Gof- 
man of San Francisco, and two 
California electronics special- 
ists, Robert L. Chapman of Dan- 
ville and Richard D. Lawhom of 
Castro Valley, who have set up 
offices in this San Francisco- 
Oakland suburb.

Teaching Appeals to Youth 
Girls Shun lib' Rebellion

Ask a young person aged 


14 to 25 what he wants to be 
and chances are he'll want 
to become a teacher. 


That was one of the find- 


ings of the National Gilbert 
Youth Poll when it asked 
3,000 young people across the 
country what career objec- 
tive t h e y had in mind. 
"Teaching" was the most 
popular single response, fa- 
vored by 17 per cent of the 
youths polled. 


A n o t h e r conclusion was 


that females, despite the 
pressures exerted by the 
Women's Liberation Move- 
ment, still chose such tradi- 
tional female occupations as 
s e c r e t a r y (13 per cent), 
nurse (7 per cent) or home- 
maker (8 per cent). 


There were decided prefer- 
ences related to certain age 
groups. For example, those 
respondents younger than 18 
seemed to favor professional 
careers, such as medicine. 
(Eight par cent of those 18 or 
y o u n g e r chose medicine, 
which was selected by only 3 
per cent over-all.) 


They also i n d i c a t e d a 
slightly greater interest in 
business than the other age 
groups. However, they also 
accounted for the highest 
percentage of "undecided" 
respondents (19 per cent). 


Those respondents older 
than 18 preferred such ca- 
reer objectives as govern- 
ment service, education and 
the skilled trades. Those re- 
spondents attending college 
indicated decided prefer- 
ences for the professions (30

Asked whether they were 


primarily interested in mak- 
ing money, achieving fame 
or helping mankind, 47 per 
cent said they were primar- 
ily i n t e r e s t e d in making 
money. Running a strong 
second was the desire to 
benefit m a n k i n d (36 per 
cent) and last was the de- 
sire to be famous (12 per 
cent). 


Forty-three per cent of the 


young ladies desired to bene- 
fit mankind, compared to 
only 30 per cent of the males. 
The males revealed a more 
practical bent, 54 per cent of
